The nir of myatery whioh has per—
vided the sntlre movement Is so
grent that It s but another oon-
firmation of the well founded bellef
thut It s a polition]l frame up pure
and simple, with the Eastern Ore-
gon Land officialy, Willilam Jones,
W. E, Leea, ¢t nl co-operating o
bring about the removal of two of-
flelnly whose views on matters of
taxation and publie policy do not
nquare with thelr pet schemen

The (dea of the recallers s that
this s the time to cupltalize the
discontent ecrested L ¥y taxes dus
to inereased levies made by the di-
rect vote of the people for higher
edueation, and for the eommon
achools, and the inereased levies
made by direct appropriation of the
Intinluture. They are acting on the
hellef that the le will not un-
derstand that the present county
court has actunlly reduced the
Ioviow over which they have control.
hut will in a blind effort fall for
thelr propaganda and remove the
first men agninst whom an cory |Is
ralsed, ng mutter how unjust It may
be,

There ls a general bellef that the
renl purposs of the reeall ls to got
econtrol of the beard of equalization,
and to so control the eounty court
thin fall that no appropriation will
be made for co-operation with the
state and tederal government for the

Farm Bureau and County Agent
work.
The men whg are interesting

themaelves In this movement are
the same mon who attempted this
spring to have county ageut work
ahollshed. They are the men whose
range land was raised from §1.26 to
$2.50 por fere. In fact for every
one of the men who are actively be-
hind Mr. Thomson In this movement
a personsl motive is  present. To
patisfy this personal grudge thoy
would plunge the county into a cost-

been & number of buyers In the
fleld, Just as there have beon In the
Payotle valley and here In Ontario,
makink offers for the m‘oh The
pricon offpred have varied. out of
tha offers have bean for fruit ship-
pod in bulk. For example, exclusive
of Delicious, the prices offered have
bean about $42.00. For Deliclous
bigher offers have been made but
ne contracts, so far as | was able
to learn, have been made.
Mr. Onkes prodicts that the frult
orop of the valley will be about as
follows: soft frults, peaches elght or
nine ear loads, enough to supply the
entire valley; appricots, cherries and
prunes, a 100 per cent crop suffie-
fent for looal demands; apples about
100 car loads made up of the fol
lowing varieties: Jonathane, Rome
Beautles, Deliclous, Winesaps,
Grimes Oolden, White Winter Pear-
mains and s few other varleties in
small quantiiies,

Judged by Fair Stdndard County
Officials Have Made Good Record

Undoubtédly the men who ®ure behind the recall movement. in
this county have s standard of publie officlency, whatever It may
be. We wondor whether or not they in thelr private, or In thelr
public acts would be willing to submit to the standard they ap-
parently want adopted in this county? Are they such paragons of
virtue and efficlency that they would set themselves up an  ex-
amplen?

We will admit that we do not know what thelr standard |n,
bt we do know that Judging by a fair and just standard there s
ne real reason for a recall.

What man or set of moen Iy thers,~the proponents of the
recall Included—who, were they to stand or fall upon one specific
aet, or on 4 group of acts, would escape condemnation?

On the other hand is It pot true that while anyohe may err
in judgment on specific acts, that the only falr test of any man
or mon's record Is the averuge of all his or thelr acts; the general
purpose and afms or thelr indigdual or collective acts?

Judged by this standard then we declare there ia no reason for
a recall of B, H, Test and Frunk M, Vines,

During thelr incumbency in thoe effice the writer has boen pres-
ent at numerous mestings beld for the coustderation of publie mut-
tors, hoa heard them discuss the detalls of many proposals, and
knows from talks with both men and from their official ncts they
ondeavored with all thelr power to promote the Interesty of the
entire county, and not any particular sectlon of It. Thelr record
proves It

Under thelr direction, and through co-operation with the
Htate Highway Commission, whieh they took the first steps to se-
eure, these are some of the things that have been aecomplinhed;

Consider all these things, what they tean to the county
and to the people of those sections and they take intoe con-
widoration that In the eonstruction of all these roads, which
when completed will entall the expenditure of neurly ONK
MILLION LLARS and that for this great program Malbeur
County taxpayers will comtribute less tham ome thivd; then
we belleve that any falr minded citizson who waunls to con-
tinue ourhln men o office will give hig or her approval for
the work of the County Court und pot allow himself to be
used ns & tool to satisfy the private grudges of u few mal-

oontents.

Cltizens Request Rosd Distelet Chiange

Willlam Thomson, the only one of the recallers who
soems to have the cournge of his convietlons, makes one
upecific charge that the Argus welcomes for it furnishes the
opportunity to put the biame directly whers it belongs; we
rofor.to his statement that the county has besn put into one
road district and not many districts as It was for many yours:
This was done by the County Court, as Thomson should
und probably does kuow, at the request of the Mulbheur De-
volopment League, st a meoting hald at Vale on the night
when the division of bond money to be voted upon for the
Highway program was decldod. It was done by the League
ropresentatives because It was belleved that since many seo-
tons of the county were not on the state rosd program and
would not be directly benefited by the bond lssue, this was
the one way to give them relief. One of the sections thus to
bhe bonefiled was the Watson road concerning which Mr,
Thomson registers objection to the work done.

Prior te this action there were road distriets that had
monsy lying ldle. The people could not agree, In some canes,
wheroe the money was to be spent. As the result they never
spent anything and continued to make objectlons to road
conditions which the eourt eould not remedy.

Whether right or wrong the County Court took this
action at the rogquest of n representative body of cltigens.
It was an uttempt to solve a problem In & falr way. It was
urged by the poople Intersated, It was voted for by all of
the members of the court. The blame, If any s due, be-
longs with all the court and with the men who proposed it
The Argus never favored it, but belleving that since others
wanted (1, and had given the matter conslderation, ralsed
no objection belleving that it was worthy of a trial

Perhnps the most spurious of all the claimu of the recall-
ers Ia that made (o the Argus’ request for o reason for the
fact that no eandidates were named (o oppose (he present
offlelals.
